n of Argentinian football is on full view as Diego

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which in 1985 finished 
eighth and was looking 
for a miracle in 1986 to 
reach the Second Divi- 
sion. Blanco provided that 
miracle, 

“{! had problems at the 
start of my stay in Argen- 
tina. | was hoping for an 
extended holiday and was 
given an offer by Dock 
Sud on mh arrival. How- 
ever, I could not coach 
since I didn’t have an Ar- 
gentinian coaching badge. 
Not to dwell on this point 
too long, | went through a 
series of formalities and a 
couple of long interviews 
before obtaining a badge 
which gave me the 
chance to coach. 

“I was working close to 
the home of San Telmo, 
the team I played for in 
my youth. In fact it was 
San Telmo which stood in 
the way of Dock Sud anda 
place in Second Division 
and we had to play two 
games against San Telmo 
to decide which side 
would be promoted. We 
drew 0-0 and won 3-2 in 
the return leg. 

“1 still get goose pim- 
ples, just thinking about 
that second game. The 
roar of the crowd and the 
approval they show of the 
spectacle is incredible. 

“At times it is almost 
frightening!” 

Being at the centre of 
football euphoria in Latin 
America obviously re- 
minded Blanco of his 
playing days and rekin- 
dled his enthvsiasm for 
the game. 

“l remember going to 
see Boca Juniors playing 
River Plate with $0,000 
people in attendance, One 
side of the ground was 
populated by Boca sup- 
porters and the other by 
River Plate supporters. 
The singing went on for 
the full 90 minutes and it 
was rivalry at its best. 

“While one side of the 
ground was singing and 


dancing to the beat of 
drums the other was 
hushed just waiting its 
turn. Whichever group of 
supporters you happen to 
be with you go along with 
their singing and dancing 
or you wind upin trouble.” 

It is that kind of atmo- 
sphere that gives Argen- 
tinian soccer a fervor 
unique in South America. 

Brazilians have their 
sambas while the Argen- 
tinians sing. And play 
great football too! 

But surely there is life 
outside of football. 

“If there is I haven't 
seen it,” said Blanco. 

“I used to walk along 
Hingeniero Huergo, the 
street close to Dock Sud 
stadium. There was this 
little shop I used to go to 
and buy drinks or sweets. 
Along the road you'd meet 
a milkman, a shop owner, 
a pensioner, a housewife 
or children and without 
exception they'd clench 
their fists in salute to you 
and your team. “We are 
going to win on Sunday, 
eh?’ they'd ask but there 
was no way | could get in- 
volved in any conversa- 
tion or I'd never get home! 

“Do you know that for 
about a week after Argen- 
tina won the World Cup 
about 25,000 people stood 
in from of Diego Mara- 
dona’'s home in Buenos 
Aires chanting: ‘Diego! 
Dicgo! Diego! His mother 
would turn up on the bal- 
cony every now and then 
to wave to the crowd.” 

So why did Blanco de- 
cide to return to 
Australia? 

“My 20 years in Austra- 
lia was not just a period of 
time that passed without 
friends being made, And 1 
think I made a fair num- 
ber of friends. Those I re- 
membered from my youth 
in Argentina have gone, 
some to other cities, while 
some have vanished.

What disturbs me is that with soccer in an almighty 
hole in this country, and seemingly furiously engaged in

a] way and the means of saving their bacon, putting them 


firmly on the road to long-term success, 
That is a beautiful dream, but with dispassionate ex- 


# amination falls far short of reality. 


A change of seasons can only be considered part of a 
package of measures which are needed to start the long 
climb back to the pedestal on which soccer was some 20 
years ago. 

Vastly improved club management is a major priority, 
with only a few clubs measuring up to the task in this 
most vital of all areas. 

A professional attitude to public and media relations is 
another element where shortcomings are often just 
short of tragic — although improvements have been 
made. 


The upgrading of facilities has been lurching ahead in 
a stop-go fashion, but some of the grounds are a little less 
spartan than they were a few years ago. 

But all the foregoing pale into insignificance against 
the most vital factor of all. 

Two decades and more ago facilities were much 


‘worse than now and club management — with some 


rare exceptions — wasn’t of a particularly high stan- 


i dard, either.

THAT MIDSUMMER 


NIGHTS DREAM 


The vanishing fan is not a phenomena unique to Aus- 
tralia, the same has been happening world-wide for 
many years. 

Our problem is that countries like England, Argentina 
and the rest of them have started their decline in crowd 
figures from a much higher level. 

If a 50,000 average per game falls to 30,000 the conse- 
quences may well be near disastrous financially, but the 
atmosphere, excitement and sheer magic created by a 
big crowd roaring its encouragement week in and week 
out still is there, 

On the other hand, the drop in Australian support has 
seen crowds sink into the hundreds in many, many 
cases. 

Nor was the cancer of so-called modern football, a 
world-wide disease as far as I am concerned, the only 
culprit. 

There were the well documented self-inflicted wounds 
as well. 


Such as the Great Name Witch Hunt, which turned 
uncounted thousands of ethnic supporters off our game 
for good. 


Or the helter skelter expansion of the NSL to 24 teams 
when we had — maybe, just maybe — enough good 
players by current standards to staff, say, 10. teams. 


All in all, summer soccer, while a highly desirable 
move if implemented sensibly and with sensitivity, can 
only have any lasting beneficial effect on the game in 
Australia if part of a much larger, all encompassing 
package of administrative and technical: reforms. 


Anything short of that will see our change of seasons 
becoming just another way-station in soccer’s decline 
into terminal mediocrity. 


Selective listening 


Many of the accusations levelled at soccer’s 
bosses in Australia concentrate on their glaring 
unwillingness and seeming inability to listen to 
advice. 


This, of course, isn't entirely true, 


What is manifestly true, though, is the fact that the 
game’s decisionmakers seem to have an uncanny abil- 
ity to sift through advice and adopt as their own only 
the bad kind. 


Summer soccer, previously mooted but defeated by 
the concerted campaign of a narrow section of the me- 
dia is the most topical example. 


Then we had the snake oil salesmen who saw Salvation - 


in American style nicknames. 


Or the promoters who weren't backward in frankly 
admitting — in the company of media men and women 


IS UPON US AGAIN | 


— that they found the sport from which their livelihood 
was derived a colossal bore. 


Or the dinky-di smarties who managed to get tradition- 
al names banned and in one fell swoop managed to 
banish a generation and a half of soccer's natural 


support. 


Will this knack for listening to bad advice finally 
disappear? 
On the answer hangs soccer’s survival and the 


chances — however, slim at this point in time — of its 
climb back to big-time status. 


Misplaced hopes? 


There was an unmistakable ripple of excite- 
ment in soccer circles when Westfield’s take- 
over of television channels 10 in Sydney and 
Melbourne was announced early last week. 


Soccer, or more accurately the NSL, is still in search 
of commercial television exposure. 


Frankly, even a bit of ABC would be more palatable 
than the much underestimated and unappreciated SBS 
coverage. 


It is no secret that the man who has the decisive say in 
Westfield affairs is Frank Lowy, who is deeply steeped 
in soccer involvement and tradition. 


Lowy is president of Sydney’s Hakoah Club, was one of 
the two prime movers in the establishment of the NSL — 
Sir Arthur George only jumping on board when it be- 
came abundantly clear that the “train” was pulling out 
of the station either with him, or without him. However, 
those expecting an inclination towards giving soccer ex- 
posure on the Ten Network now taking shape are proba- 
bly deluding themselves and there are a number of 
reasons for this, 


First and foremost Frank Lowy is a businessman and 
a brilliant one at that, 


He has already made it quite clear — and he didn't 
really have to — that the purchase of television interests 
was purely a business decision. 


Soccer, or any other category of programming, will 
only make an appearance on his stations if such decision 
can be justified in an atmosphere of harsh business 
reality. 

And if that wasn’t enough of a reason, then the fact 


that Lowy has completely given soccer away In recent 
years, not even attending Hakoah games, is another 


pointer to his attitude in this matter. 


The Westfield boss has much bigger fish to fry, as last 
week's events amply illustrated.

“I really didn’t know 
what to expect when I 
came out to Australia,” 
says Joe O’Donnell, Green 
Gully’s recent signing’ 
from Scottish club Stran- 
raer, “but I needed a 
break from my club back 
home so I thought, well, I 
might as well give it a try 
out here.” 

O'Donnell touched down on 
Australian soil last July and 
although he was too late to sign 
with a club last year it gave 
him plenty of time to meet a 
few people in the Melbourne 
soccer scene. 

Then at the end of last sea- 
son O'Donnell came to the at- 
tention of Gully coach Gus 
Macleod when he played in 
the Scottish team in the Qan- 
tas World Cup. That team was 
coached by Macleod, 

Since then O'Donnell has 
trained with Brunswick Juven- 
tus, Heidelberg and South Mel- 
bourne Hellas. 

O’Donnell’s most pressing 
concern was that he needed to 
sign up with a club straight 
away so that he could sort out 
his visa requirements and, un- 
derstandably, coaches were re- 
luctant to commit themselves 
without having seen him play a 
few games. 

Macleod however had seen 
enough in the Qantas World 
Cup to convince him that Of- 
‘Donnell was worth snapping 


up. 

“I had a bit of trouble getting

“Not at all,” says O'Donnell, 
“it’s simply that I’ve been out 
of the game for a few months 
so I'm still returning to full 
match fitness.”

Belanov’s story is an unusual 
one for a star Soviet footballer 
in that he did not attend any of 
the numerous soccer schools 

> strewn across the USSR which 
produce an endless stream of 
> a talent for the Soviet Supreme 
League clubs. His soccer edu- 
cation was provided by games 
with other children from the 
Odessa neighbourhood he grew 
up in, which were staged in a 
local courtyard and went on 
“™ into the evening. 


While playing for his housing 
estate in the nationwide 
+ “Leather Ball” competition for 





juniors, he was spotted by Ed- 
ward Molovski, the coach of 
Chernomerets (‘Black Sea’) 
Odessa. As Belanov reflected 
during a recent interview: 
“With him it all began. He was 
my first proper coach and to 
him I am eternally grateful.” 


After graduating quickly 
through the Chernomerets 
youth and reserve teams, the 
young striker just had estab- 
lished himself in its senior side 
when it was time for his two 
years of compulsory military 
service and, with it, a couple of 
seasons playing for the Odessa 
Army Club. 


Upon finishing his army 
Stint, Belanov was ap- 
proached by Dynamo Kiev 
coach Yalery Lubanovsky, 
the second great influence of 
his career, to join the illustri- 
ous Dynama. To most outsid- 
ers it would have seemed a 
golden opportunity as Cher- 
nomerets were a mediocre 
team with little chance of bet- 
tering themselves while Kiev 
had long been an established 
power in European club com- 
petitions, Yet, Belanov, fear- 
ing homesickness, turned it 
down. 


After one more season at 
Chernomerets, Belanov was 
again offered the chance to 
move to Dynamo. This time he 
accepted, but, upon completing 
an initial training session un- 
der Lubanovsky, far more ar- 
duous than anything previously 
encountered, considered re- 
turning home. 


Through sheer application, 
the South Ukrainian attained 
the fitness required of him, but 
it wasn’t unt! his wife and 
baby daughter were permitted 
to move to Kiev that he was 
able to settle in the city 


Belanov made his debut for 
Dynamo at the beginning of 
the 1985 Soviet League season. 
Two superb strikes against 
Spartak Moscow early in the 
campaign marked him as a 
player of exceptional ability 
and goals followed regularly as 
Lubanovsky successfully 
moulded the second great Kiev 
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side (to follow the European 
Cup Winners’ Cup and Super 
Cup winning side of 1975). Be- 
lanov remained in impressive 
form throughout 1985 — a year 
which saw Dynamo win both 
the domestic league and cup. 


A call-up for the Soviet na- 
tional combination was inevi- 
table and Belanov first wore 
his country’s colors when com- 
ing on as a substitute against 
Switzerland in a World Cup 
qualifying game in May, 1985 


Two months later, he made 
the USSR starting line-up for 
the first time in a crucial 
World Cup game at Copenha- 
gen. Denmark won 4-2 and the 
international career of Be- 
lanov, who had played badly, 
came to a temporary halt- 


The Dynamo Kiey striker 
failed to win a place In coach 
Edward Malofeyev’s provision- 
al squad for the 1986 World 
Cup Finals ana wouid have 
been left to watch the tourna- 
ment on television had Malo- 
feyev not been dismissed just 
three weeks before it com- 
menced. Lubanovsky took over 
the reins and named a totally 
new selection, one based upon 
his Kiev side which just had 
won the European Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup. 


The USSR number 1$ scored 
four goals during the Mundial 
and created two others. Belan- 
ov's other major achievements 
of last year were two goals for 
the USSR from two European 
Championship games, five 
goals during Dynamo Kiev's 
Cup Winner's Cup triumph, the 
goal which clinched the Soviet 
League title for Dynamo and 
selection for the Rest of the 
World team that met the Amer- 
icans in a charity match staged 
at Pasadena. 


With 1987 promising so 
much for Dynamo Kiev and 
the USSR, both currently in 
devastating form, Belanov 
should be given plenty of op- 
portunities to prove beyond 
any remaining doubt that he 
fully deserves the accolade of 
European Footballer of the 
Year. ‘

Is Gullit as good 
as Maradona? 





PSV Eindhoven, financed as it is by the electronics 
giant Phillips, has spent a lot of money on players over 
the last two years. 

The Danes Ivan Nielsen and Frank Arnesen and the Belgian 
Eric Gerets, who all played in Mexico, have come to Eindhoven. 
Dutch internationals Hans van Breukelen and Rene van der 
Gijp also joined PSV. 

But to the public they are merely the people who line up with 
Ruud Gullit. 

Gullit is 24 years old. He has 20 caps. Of Dutch West Indian 
origin, his main characteristics are his size (extra large) and 
his Rasta dreadlocks. 

His professional career started at 16, with Haarlem. Haar- 
lem’s Welsh manager Barry Hughes was impressed by him, and 
unwisely said so. As a result Manchester United was after him 
before he was 17. In 1982, however, at 19, Gullit joined Feyen- 
cord, Holland’s Man United. He stayed there for three years and 
made his debut for Holland. 

He joined PSV in 1985. Feyenoord’s fans called him a merce- 
nary, but Gullit said he simply wanted to play in a better team. 

Feyenoord was not even a contender for the Dutch 
championship. 

PSV was gunning for a European Cup. But Gullit was suspend- 
ed after being sent off in the first round, and without him PSV 
was beaten by Dnjepropetrowsk in the second round. 

He is the player PSV can least afford to miss. Although play- 
ing at sweeper last season he scored 27 goals and set up many 
more. 

Usually his attacking impulse comes from his Beckenbauer- 
like rushes from dence. 

He will beat five or six opponents and then release a frighten- 
ing drive or reach the goal-line to cross. 

The way he fools opponents is interesting. He doesn’t. He just 
runs past them, ignoring their presence. 

His long strides prevent others from keeping up with him. On 
one such run for Feyenoord against Alkmaar he ran from one

As in Spain in 1982 the threat of political 
infighting looms large over prospects for 
bringing the municipally-owned stadia up te 

> scratch or even checking that they possess the 
basic structural requirements for the neces- 

sary conversions tomectallthe ruleson seating, 
capacity, VIP areas, media, etc. Subject to par- 

+ ticular doubt are the stadia at Bari, Turin (be- 
lieve it or not) and Udine. 

Italy's top sports official (and Local Organis- 
ing Committee president) FrancoCarraro has al- 
ready admitted publicly that the stadia available 
need between 20 and 80 percent redevelopment 
costing around £140 million. 

As for the Stadio Olimipico in Rome, this has 

been heavily criticised as outdated and inade- 
y quate to cope with the expected public and me- 
dia demands. 

Already proposals have been floated for the 
Final to be allocated to the Stadio Meazzo at San 
Siro, Milan; for 'the “second’”’ Rome stadium, the 
Flaminio, to be enlarged;or even for a new 
140,000-capacity stadium to be built on the out- 
skirts of the capital. 

As things stand (and without any particular 
order of priority for the “plum” matchés), the 12 
stadia to be recommended this coming spring to 
FIFA will be Turin, Milan, Genoa, Verona, Udi- 
ne, Bologna, Florence, Rome, Naples, Bari, Ca- 
gliari and Palermo. 

This would, of course, involve most regions 
from Udine in the north to Palermo in Sicily and 
Calgiari in Sardinia. But already, of course, 

> a there have been predictable protests from towns 
passed over, notably, Ascoli, Lecce and Perugia. 
But they, it appears, are expendable. The isue of 
the stadia is, after all, a perfect example of what 
+ one might term a political football. 

All this public awareness about issues which 
have been developing behind the scenes for the 
past 18 months came with the formal presenta- 
tion of the Italian Cup committee's plans to the 
Italian state President, Francesco Cossiga. 

It was a grand occasion in Rome’s Quirinale 
Palace. President Cossiga of Italy meeting Presi- 
dent Joao Havelange of FIFA. Big men with big 
responsibilities. And, of the two of them, il is 
Havelange — the Brazilian millionaire who has 
guided FIFA for the last 12 years — who has by 
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the way the game's greatest event will be shaped 
in three and a half years’ time. 

It was in December, 1984, that the 1990 finals 
were awarded to Italy, which will thus become 
the First European nation to stage the finals 
twice — the original hosting having been in 1934, 
when Italy beat Czechoslovakia 2-1 after extra 
time in the final under the watchful eye of 
Mussolini. 

Italy’s rivals for the 1990 nomination included 

rance, West Germany, England and the Soviet 
Union. In the case of both France and the Soviet 
Union it was felt that their candidatures were, in 
fact, stalking horses in advance of more serious 
attempts lo win the staging rights for 1998. 

The Italian federation quickly set up a steer- 
ing committee, yet although all manner of 
commercial decisions have already been 
taken, the dates of the finals remain uncertain. 
The starting date is expected to be the second 
or third week of June. But no one can say for 
certain. 

What is assured is the huge profit which the 
finals will make thanks to the business acumen 
behind the Italia 90 organising committee. This 
has been setup as aprivate company with income 
coming from FIFA, through the ISL-co-ordinated 
Intersoccer Four sponsorship programme, from 
licensing and merchandising, from television 
fees and, last but by no means least, from match 
ticket salds. 

Unlike past World Cup finals tournaments, it is 
intended to grade ticket prices this time accord- 
ing to the importance and comparative attrac- 
tion of the various matches. Whether this is a 
practical proposition, given the need to price 
package tours etc far in advance of the fianls 
draw in December, 1989, appears open to 
question. 

At least the match formula for sorting out the 
24 nations will remain similar to the system used 
in Mexico, i.e. six first round groups of four 
teams witb the top two from each group plus the 
fout third-placed teams with the best record, 
éntering the second round. 

Fromt his stage onwards the tournament will 
again be organised: on direct elimination lines 
with penalty shoot-outs used to separate teams 
whicha re level after extra-time. When asked 
why persevere with the shoot-outs, FIFA secre- 
tary-general Sepp Blatter said, “Because theya 
re better than the toss of a coin,” 


But despite his great skill, something may be missing. Does 

Gullit have the competitive drive which a great sportsman must 
, have? 

In 1983 he Said: “I don’t feel the urge to win. If we win it's fine, 
and if we lose deservedly I don’t mind.” 

He admitted that after Belgium eliminated Holland from the 
World Cup in a play-off he slept very well, thank you. 

Holland’s irascrible manager Rinus Michels (“Football is 
Wart”) lambasted him so severely one would have thought Gul- 
lit had slept during the match itself. 

Gullit claims to be more competitive now, but one cannot 
picture him sobbing on Michels’ shoulder after a defeat. He 
would more probably be strumming a guitar and singing gentle 
love songs beside an Amsterdam canal, 

He comes from bohemian Amsterdam and his single ‘Not the 
Dancing Kind’ reached the top ten although it does not have a 


footballing theme. 


His song-writer says of him: “He hasn't got Iglesias’ timbre, [yy 


but then he’s more rhythmic. He could stop playing football and 


become a pop Star.” 


But Gullit says he has no more musical ambitions. He may be 
a more single-minded footballer today than he once was, but if 
PSV or Holland don’t have a lot of success this year, it probably 
won't keep Guullit awake at night.

A goal in the final seconds by Paul Wilkinson earned Everton a 
1-1 draw and kept it a point clear of long-time leader Arsenal, also 
held 1-1 at Sheffield Wednesday. 


The leading pair will be looking anxiously over their shoul- 
ders at champion Liverpool, which moved to within three points 
of Everton with a thrilling 4-3 win over Leicester. 


Welsh international Ian Rush scored a hat-trick for Liverpool to 
take his tally for the season to 30. 

With Nottingham Forest sharing the spoils at home to West 
Ham, Liverpool was the only side among the top four to win. 

Everton laid siege to the Oxford goal after John Trewick's twice- 
taken penalty had given the home side the lead in the 25th minute. 

Everton protested that Pat van den Hauwe was fouled as David 
Langan escaped on the right and was adamant that there was no 
foul by Gary Stevens on David Leworthy as they both went for — 
and missed — his cross. 

Trewick drove the first penalty wide of goalkeeper Neville 
Southall's right hand but was ordered to retake it after referee 
John Martin spotted an infringement. Trewick repeated the shot 
for his first goa) of the season. 

Everton, beaten in the corresponding fixture last season — a 
match it had to win to deny neighbour Liverpool the title — had 
nothing to show for its pressure until Wilkinson popped up at the 
death to fire home from close range. 

Arsenal, which was nudged off top the previous week, made 
the perfect start at Hillsborough when Niall Quinn scored inthe 
ninth minute, But a defence which had conceded only 15 goals 
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in 26 matches was eventually punctured in the 52nd minute by 
Mark Chamberlain. 

Rush, as he often does, stole the limelight at Anfleld — but only 
just from Leicester's highly rated striker Alan Smith. Smith scored 
twice to keep the result in doubt until the final whistle. 

England midfielder Glenn Hoddle was the player to catch the 
eye at White Hart Lane where Tottenham stayed on the fringe of 
the title chase with a 2-0 home win over Southampton. 

He set up both goals with perfectly flighted crosses into the box. 
The first, a ninth minute free-kick, was headed home by skipper 
Richard Gough and the second in the 62nd minute gave Steve 
Hodge the chance to score with a diving header. 

Luton also stayed in the hunt with a 2-1 win over Aston Villa, 
which has lost on its last five trips to Kenilworth Road. Luton's 
marksmen were central defender Steve Foster, who scored with a 
thunderous 25-metre shof, and Mick Harford, with a penalty, 

Villa remained second from bottom after Newcastle squan- 
dered the chance of a first league victory since mid-December. 

Recent signing Paul Goddard gave Newcastle a 62nd minute 
lead at Queen's Park Rangers, but two goals in a five-minute spell 
by John Byrne and Mike Fillery saw Rangers to a 2-] win and 
deepened the gloom surrounding the famous northeast club. 

In Scotland, Ally McCoist kept Glasgow Rangers’ Premier 
Division title hopes bubbling by scoring all of their goals in a 3-1 
win at St Mirren. 

The win took Rangers to within a point of leader Celtic, which 
was held at a I-1 draw at home by Hearts. Wayne Foster salvaged 
a point for Hearts in the 78th minute after Brian MecClair had given 
the defending champion an early lead. 

McCoist scored twice in three minutes midway through the first 
half and completed his hat-trick from the penalty spot in the 88th 
minute, 

Dundee United maintained its title challenge by beating Moth- 
erwell 2-0. A header by Kevin Gallacher and a brilliant solo goal 
by Ian Ferguson gave it the points. 
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A flash of brilliance from 
striker Alessandro Altobelli 
was enough to give Italy a 1-0 
win over Portugal in a scrap- 
py European championship 
group two qualifying match 
last weekend. 

The vital goal came five 
minutes before the interval 
when full-back Giuseppe Ber- 
gomi cashed in on a defensive 
error to send a perfectly flight- 
ed cross to the unmarked Intef 
star. 

Altobelli steadied himself 
before calmly slotting the 
ball left-footed past advanc- 
ing keeper Antonio Jesus as

The goal put Italy on top of 
the group with maximum 
points from four game and ef- 
fectively sank Portugal's hopes 
for qualifying for the 1988 fin- 
als in West Germany. 

Both sides began cautiously 
though it took only five 
minutes for Altobelli to test a 


shaky home defence when he 
headed a Donadoni free kick 
against the crossbar. 

Portugal's best early chance 
came 14 minutes later when 
the ever-dangerous Jaime 
weaved into the penalty area 
and beat keeper Walter Zenga 
with a swerving shot that hit 
the post. 


Portuguese striker Manuel 
Fernandes had a goal rightly 
disallowed for offside in the 
25th minute and a goalless first 
half looked likely until Alto- 


belli slipped his shadow Dito to 
give the Portuguese a much- 
needed lesson in finishing. 

The second half was one of 
all-out Portuguese pressure 
against a young Italian defence 
brilliantly marshalled by Ric- 
cardo Ferri and the veteran 
skipper Antonio Cabrini.
